That day everyone eats cinnamon bis- 
cuits in animal shapes, marzipan fruits, 
tough shortbread figures of Black Pete, 
or special St. Nicholas cake of almond 
paste in a pastry crust. | 

Part ‘of the decorations of a house in 
Holland is a miniature manger scene with 
the Three Wise Men and the Angel. _ It 
is lighted and around it the children say 
their prayers. : 

December 25 and 26 are spent quietly 
at home and at church, and the fare is 
simple everyday food, 

Sweden, too, spends part of the Christ- 
mas festivities before the Christmas Day 
on December 13, Lucia, or Little Christ- 
mas. ; 

The young people of Northern Sweden 
particularly, dance, perhaps, the whole of 
the eve of Lucia, and in the early hours 
of the morning one of the daughters of the 
family takes the whole household a cup of 
coffee. It is the dress and ceremony of 
this custom that make it so charming, |_| 

A long white dress down to the floor is 
worn, the girl lets her hair flow down her 
back, and round her head she wears’ a 
wreath of whortleberry leaves and lighted 
candles. On the tray of steaming coffee 
are flickering candles. 


Present-giving day is Christmas Eve in 
Sweden and the other countries of Scan 
dinavia. The midday meal that day is a 
community meal in.large hquseholds. All 
the family take that meal in the kitchen 
with the servants. In the middle of the 
table stands a huge stock pot containing 
a mixture of boiled ham, sausages and 
silverside. Whole slices of bread are 
dropped into the pot and when soaked are 
served with the contents of the pot. 

Dressing the Christmas tree takes up 
the afternoon of that day, then comes the 
traditional meal of Sweden’s Christmas 
Eve—fish and rice porridge. 

While women in the Empire are making 
mincemeat and plum pudding weeks be- 
forehand,--Swedish_housewives are pre- 


paring lutfisk, dried ling, their Christmas 
fish. Lutfisk when bought is as hard as 
wood, and to prepare it for eating it 1s 
treated with: batterings with a wooden 
club and soaked for days in liquid made 
of birch wood, ash and lime or a soda 
Solution. Frequent changes‘of water and 
scrubbing eventually prepare the ‘fish for 
tying in.a cloth and boiling. It is served 
with melted butter and peas or cream 
sauce and potatoes. | , 

Then comes the thrill of rice porridge— 
rice boiled for hours ‘in milk, sweetened 
and flavored with cinnamon. But this 
insipid mess determines the faté.of the one 
who finds the blanched almond Hidden in 
it and marries within a year. 

Santa Claus knocks at the door later in 
the evening, not so much bent in the back 


with the presents he carries as the amount | 


of red sealing wax stuck on each parcel. 


Perhaps the gayest Ceremony of the sea- | 


son in Sweden is burning a sugar loaf over 
a copper pan of glogg—a mixture of 
brandy, port wine, almonds, raisins and 
cloves. ‘ 

The sugar loaf is placed on a grid over 
the copper pan which shines brilliantly on 
the table. -Glogg is poured over the sugar 
and a match lit. against it. The flames 
rise up and as the sugar melts it sweetens 
and heats the glogg. 

Christmas is not Christmas for any | 
Scandinavian until he or she has received | 
a marzipan pig. It may be a little piglet | 
with match stalks for legs or a huge mother 
pig and all her litter. 

Marzipan pigs in Scandinavia are like 
the Christmas tree in Germany. Each!

There is now, for the first time, a 
Chinese who is entitled to practice 
law in New York. Thomas H. Lee, 
who is American-born, has been ad- 
mitted to legal circles by the Appel- 
late Division, but the only occasions 
on which he will require to render 
service will be when some of his}. 
compatriots run afoul of American 
law. And that will not be very often, 
for the Chinese are the most law- 
abiding people on the face of the 
earth. Rarely are Chinese enmeshed 
in Canadian courts. 

The Chinese have their own courts 
~—quite unofficial, of course—for set- 
‘tling litigation among themselves. 
For which the American courts are 
no doubt glad and wish other nation- 
als would do the same. When Chin- 
ese “go to law” they take their cases 
to their own “High Court,” which in 
New York, consists of ‘a selected 
mumber of menibers of ‘the Chinese 
Benevolent Association. They do not 
hear all cases, but review the com- 
plaints and decide whether they are 
important enough to be heard. The 
rest must settle their differences 
themselves. 

The Chinese idea appears to have 
been emulated by Premier Mussolini 
in Italy where he has abolished the 
court system as we know it here. 
There are many things which the 
Chinese did, hundreds, even thou- 
sands of years ago, which the West- 
ern world does to-day. We teach the 
Chinese many things today, but they 
have taught us much in the past. 

There is another little Chinese 
practice -which should be adopted 
here, The New Year is approaching,

Three Provinces In Canada Show 
Lower Death Rate Than Any 
' Of The United States 
‘The National Safety Council said 
monthly reports from three of Can- 
ada’s provinces showed each with a 
lower automobile, traffic _ accident 


death rate than any of the United|: 


States, 

British Columbia, for the first 10 
months of the year, reported 76 of 
her motorists and pedestrians had 
been Killed in traffic accidents, three 
more than the total for the corre- 
sponding period of 1985. Her death 
rate per .100,000 of. population was 
13.0 for this period, slightly lower 


‘than the 13.4 rate reported by Rhode 


Island,. which had the lowest rate 
among the United States, 

Manitoba and Ontario, with reports 
for only. nine and eight months re- 
spectively, also had death rates lower 


than Rhode Island's 6.2 for the 
former and 12.8 for the latter, Aug- 
ust reports from Ontario, however, 
indicated a growing traffic problem 
reflected by 304 traffic accident 
deaths for the eight-month period 
against 291 for the correspondeing 
portion of 1935. 

Vancouver, the only major city in 
the Dominion with reports up to date 
for 10 months, listed 21 accident 
fatalities, a reduction of. seven below 
its figure on the same date in 1935. 
The council said Vancouver's death 
rate,

Dutch People Still Follow Quaint 
Old Wedding Customs

The announcement at thé: opening session of the Turgeon Grain In- 
quiry Commission by James McAnsh, statistician of the Canadian Wheat 


_Board,.to the effect that the annual per capita consumption: of wheat in; 


Canada has declined more than a half a bushel in the past six years must 
have occasioned considerable surprise. 


More than: surprising, it is a startling revelation contained in the fig- 


ures supporting his contention that a fairly steady annual consumption of | 


4.5 bushels per head of population for a period of years prior to and includ- 
ing 1929 had dropped to 3.9 bushels by 1935. 


No reason was assigned by Mr..McAnsh for this reduced support for 


one of the principal home industries of this country, so far as news reports | 
. of the proceedings indicate, but, when it is remembered that this reduced 


consumption in the producing country is augmented by diminishing con- 
sumption of Canada wheat in importing countries it is a mmeatrer of concern 
which appears to require further investigation. 


A« reduced consumption of wheat at home might not be a matter of 
such grave concern to Canadian farmers if it were not for restriction in the 


import market and if it was due to an incredsed consumption in Canada of | 


other Western Canadian farm products but, so far no evidence has been 
adduced to show that this is the case. : 

Until.some further evidence to show the cause of this decline in home 
consumption, if available, is produced, the subject is one likely to arouse 
considerable speculation. 


In a recent: editorial the Saskatoon Star-Phoenix sought to show, by’. 


reference to a series of index figures concerning the sales of a number of | 
commodities, that the blame should not be laid at the door of the Western | 
Canadian consumer, leaving the inference that the reduction of the use of | 
cereal products on the meal tables of Canadians must be attributed to| 


“change in the diet habits of the people of Eastern Canada. 


This appears. to be a reasonable inference in the light of the fact that) 
wheat products in the form of bread constitute the cheapest food commodity | 
available in this country and the further fact that conditions in the agri- 
cultural west in the last few years have not warranted the substitution of 
more expensive food for the humble loaf. | 

If improved economic coriditions are responsible for pesiinee consump- | 
tion of wheat products in Canada it is only the east that can qualify for) 
this distinction. Certainly conditions in the west up to and including 1935 | 


Experience of recent years has shown that as economic conditions im-| 


prove in countries with a relatively high standard of living there is a tend-|- 


ency to cut down consumption of cereal products in favor of an increased 
use of meats, fruits and dairy. products. This has happened in the past two 
or three years in Great Britain and particularly in Scotland, te for 
@ narrowing market for Canadian wheat in the Motherland. 

Informative light on the dietetic trends of countries of the world ‘was 
shed by Professor J. S. Davis of the University of Stanford Research In- 
stitute at the World’s Grain Show in Regina when he quoted carefully com- 
piled and analyzed statistics to show that in countries with a high standard} 
of living such as the United States there was a progressively marked tend- 
ency towards reduced consumption of cereals. Dividing the countries of the’! 
world into three groups he proved that there is a reverse tendency in coun- 
tries with a low standard of living, such as China and India while consump- 
tion in the intermediate group in which he included a number of mid-Euro- 
péan countries remains more or less static. 

The combined information confirms statements made some ‘time ago in

' As Princd/ of Wales, Edward, the 
duke’s brother, specialized for a time 
as an international travelling ‘sales- 
man for the products of his country, 
often called the “workshop of the 
world.” 

But the duke, next in line for the 
throne, looks not abroad but at home 
for his specialization, He has con- 
centrated upon the daily lives of 
workers, striving to make them hap- 
He has been “working presi- 
dent” of countless organizations, 
chief among them the Industrial Wel- 
fare Society. 

This society was formed, he once 
said, for “cementing that fellowship 
between individuals in. all walks of 
industry, irrespective of class or oc- 
cupation, which is the backbone of 
our imperial progress.”

The Duke of York will succeed his 
brother as king. He will bear the 
title George VI. : 

Prime Minister Baldwin prefaced 
the announcement by. telling the 
members he had “a Hessage from 
His Majesty the King signed by his 
own hand.” . 

King Edward's words, in renounc- 
ing the British throne, the Speaker 
read, were: E i 

“Ihave determined -to renounce 
the throne. . 

“After long and anxious consider- 
ation I have determined to renounce 
the throne to which I succeeded on 
the death of my father and I am now 
communicating this, my final and 
irrevocable decision. 

“Realizing as I do the gravity of 
this step, I can only hope that I shall 
have the understanding of my peo- 
ples in the decision I have taken and 
the reasons which have led me to 

“I will not enter now into my pri- 
vate feeling but I would beg that it 
should be remembered that. the 
burden which constantly rests upon 
the shoulders of a sovereign is so 
heavy that it can only be borne in 
circumstances different from those in 
which I now. find myself.” 

“I conceive that I am not over- 
looking: the duty that rests on me to 
place in the forefront of public inter- 
est when I declare that I am con- 
scious that I can no longer dis- 
charge this heavy task with efficiency 
or. with satisfaction to myself.”

First To Abdicate 


Edward VIIL First King Of Britain 
To Abdicate In More Than 
500 Years 

London.—-Edward VIII. became the 
first king of Great Britain to abdi- 
cate in more than 500 years, ending 
the shortest ‘reign since that of 
Lady Jane Grey, queen for 14 days 
in 1553-54. Edward ruled for 11 
months. 

The only other abdication involved 
Richard II. ,But Richard's abdication 
had nothing to do with the love ‘of a 
woman. He ruled despotically and 
was hated throughout the country. 
Henry of Bolinbroke led an uprising 
while Richard was in Ireland crush- 
ing a revolt. 

When he returned, Henry was mas- 
ter of the country. Richard, last of 
the Plantagenets, surrendered and 
abdicated in 1399 to be succeeded by 
Henry IV., first of the Lancastrians. 

In 1688 James II. fled to France 
before the rising threat of William 
of Orange after throwing the great 
seals of England into the Thames. In.

The early 
Christians adopted the bird as'a symbol 
of immortality and in France agd,else- 
where in the Middle Ages there was the 
solemn ‘‘vow of the peacock.” This was 
proriounced at table with the right hand 
extended over a peaceck roasted in the 
feathers. Thus .postured a knight pro- 
claimed the formulae: ‘‘l vow ‘to God, 
to the Virgin, to the Ladies and to the Pea- 
cock,”’ to undertake and fulfil whatever 
mission might be the subject of the cere- 
mony. 


Apart. from this special service at table, 
the bird was regarded as a delicacy for 
specially. honored guests, probably more 
because of its rarity than of any appeal 
to the palate. Roasted peacocks were 
served at Christnias and other banquets 
by the English barons. - 


An older and more’ popular dish than, 
either peacock, goose, or turkey, is the 
hontely duck. That duck meat has been 
relished and esteemed by peoples since 
the dawn days of the human race is evi- 
denced by. the fact that duck bones have 
been discovered among the remains of 
troglodytes of the Stone Age--duck bones 
that had been stripped of their flesh and 
divided up in a good distributing way. 
Drawings on Egv.ptian monuments dating 
back as far as 3000 B.C. represent ducks 
being caught in nets, and 
hunted... In China, which is a land of the 


most ancient traditions, duck raising. for, ., 


food “has been. practised ever'’—as one 


investigator comprehensively puts it. At. 


the present day, it is certainly a very im- 
portant commercial activity, and -in the 
Canton district there are duck farms that 
carry as many as 3,000 ducks on one- 
third of an acre. 


The goose goes pretty far back into 
antiquity as a provider of food as well as 
. feathers.. It was already established in 


Europe before man came along, and with | 


the possible exception of the common hen, 
was probably the first bird domesticated. 
Four thousand years ago it was regarded 
‘ as a sacred bird in Egypt, though in so 
far as that may translate into tribute it 
must be discounfed by the fact that the 
‘Egyptians nearly made it a habit to, 
multiply their stock by sacred birds in 
species. There are references to geese in 
some of the Sanskrit writings, and in the 
tombs of Luxor figures of geese are in-) 
cluded among the decorations. The Ro- 


mans considered goose liver a great de- ~ 


licacy, and enormous numbers of the 
‘birds were piaced in _pens\and_forcibly | 
fattened by cramming. It was probably | 
some of these geese whose loud alarm 
_saved the Roman capital from the attack | 
of the Gauls in the fourth century, B.C. | 
‘In Ptiny’s time geese were driven across | 
Europe in flocks from France and Belgium | 
into Italy. And Pliny adds ‘‘Mossalinus |! 
Cotta, the son of Messala, the orator, dis- 
covered the method of cooking the webs | 
- of the goose’s feet, and fricaseeeing them | 
in small dishes along with cocks’ combs."’ | 
The Celts are reputed to nave the larg: | 
est responsibility for popularizing the . 
goose; from them the Romans “learned | 
the art of filling cushions and mattresses 
with the feathers to make Juxurious 
couches. 


To-day, goose raising is an important 
industry in France, Germany, Poland and 
Lithuania. In Germany more goose 
meat is consumed per head than in any 
other country in the world. Flocks of 
geese are raised everywhere throughout 
the country, despite which immense num- 
bers of the birds are imported from neigh- 
boring countries.
